But it sketchily outlines a plan i 
for murdering Mr. Kennedy ex- i 
actly the way Oswald did it — < 
by sniper fire “from an office i 
building with a high-powered ‘ 
rifle.’’ 

Another possibility mentioned f 
in. the recording would have s 
been to “pick him off” the White 1
